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There is only one way, however, to effect this 

in its highest form; that is, by a diffusion of 

the Holy Ghost upon us as individuals. That 
churches have all suffered from a lack of 
union is a thing readily admitted. Christianity 

has been rendered less potent to cope with 

\ world problems because of a lack of unity; we 
will do well, however, not to fool ourselves into 
thinking that church organization can take 

the place of spiritual unity of faith among 
believers. What church movements need today 

is a new infilling of the Spirit and an emer- 

\\ sion of the power of the Spirit to rid it of mere 
formalities and coldness. Churches cannot 

grow unless they have more spiritual fervor 

to offer a dying world. A church, set aflame 

with the divine fires of passion to lead the 

\\ lost to Christ, was and still is God’s remedy 
\\\\ and offer to a decaying civilization. If we are 
to have the unity of the early Church, we must 
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“For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, whether 

we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; and 
J have been all made to drink into one Spirit,’ 1 Cor. 12:13.

Text: Heb. 9:22, “And almost all 
things are by the law purged with 
blood. And without shedding of blood 
there is no remission.” 


There is an increasing effort in the 
world to exclude blood from religion. 
When this is done all we have left is 
a religion void of meaning as far as 
redemption from sin is concerned. 
One’s having religion does not nec- 
essarily mean that he has been 
born of the Spirit, or redeemed from 
sin. People might have religion and 
live sinful lives. The Hindus and Mo- 
hammedans have religion, but they 
know nothing of the redeeming power 
of the blood of Jesus Christ. 


There are plenty of people with re- 
ligion sitting in the church pews and 
dropping their money into the offer- 
ing plates every Sunday morning, who 
know nothing about being redeemed 
from sin. There is but one remedy for 
sin and that is true repentance of our 
sins and cleansing from that inher- 
ited sin by the precious blood of Je- 
sus Christ. Forms of religion and cere- 
monies do not redeem men from sin. 

Our text says, “Without shedding of 
blood there is no remission.” It is 
hard for the natural man to under- 
stand God’s plan of redeeming men 
by the blood. We might first ask our- 
selves, Why was it necessary that 
blood should be shed for the remis- 
sion of sins? That is a question best 
known by God Himself. There are 
many things about God’s ways and 
methods of dealing with man, and 
carrying on His work, that we will 
never understand. But our lack of 
understanding has nothing to do with 
the facts. When God says a thing it 
is up to us to believe it, whether we 
understand everything about it or 
not. Who could understand how God 
created the earth from nothing? But 
He did. Who understands how He ever 
made the sun and moon and all the 
stars and planets? But we see them. 
Who understands how He created the 
great bodies of water? But they are 
here. Then coming down to things 
nearer us, who understands electric- 
ity? Even Edison did not understand 
everything about it. Then why worry 
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ourselves because we don’t under- 
stand all the whys and whereforths? 
When God says a thing, that is 
enough. Believe it, then try it and if 
it works stick to it. 

I was driving along the highway 
when my motor went dead. I did not 
know what the trouble was, but I got 
out and raised the hood. I saw noth- 
ing wrong, but after triggering around 
a little with the wires and distribu- 
tor, I decided to try it and see if it 
would work. I got in the car, stepped 
on the starter, and the motor started. 
Then what do you think I did? Sat 
down beside the road because I did 
not understand what and why and 
how? No, I was ready to go, and I 
went. 

Are we to reject the redemption 
power of the blood because we don’t 
understand why God ever chose such 
a method for our redemption? I fancy 
I hear ten thousands of voices who 
have been redeemed by the precious 
blood, saying in the language of that 
redeemed throng standing before the 
throne in the fifth chapter of Revela- 
tion singing a new song, “Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and to open 
the seals thereof, for thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred and tongue 
and people and nation.” 

The first two men recorded in his- 
tory who came before God in public 
worship, brought an offering. Cain 
brought of the fruit of the ground, 
but Abel brought of the firstling of 
the flock and fat thereof. And the 
Lord had respect unto Abel and to his 
offering, but to Cain and his offer- 
ing He had not respect. Abel’s offer- 
ing was a blood sacrifice and was ac- 
cepted by the Lord. 

From Abel we follow the history of 
man worshiping God and we find the 
trace .f blood all the way through. 
Deliverance and forgiveness has al- 
ways been by the blood. We find a 
type of man’s bondage to sin and de- 
liverance in the children of Israel in 
Egypt. They were under unmerciful 
taskmasters, enslaved to an ungodly, 
heartless people. God heard their dis- 
tressful cries for liberty and sent a 
deliverer, which was accomplished by 


the blood of the lamb without blem- 
ish. 

The night before they were to march 
up out of Egypt God said for every 
man to take a lamb, kill it, and take 
the blood and strike it on the two side 
posts and on the upper doorpost of 
the houses, and to be onthe inside 
with their loins girded, shoes on their 
feet, staff in their hands ready to 
march up out of Egypt. “For I will pass 
through the land of Egypt this night, 
and will smite the firstborn in the 
land of Egypt, both man and beast; 
and against all the gods of Egypt I will 
execute judgment: I am the Lord. And 
the blood shall be to you for a token 
upon the houses where ye are; and 
when I see the blood, I will pass over 
you, and the plague shall not be upon 
you to destroy you, when I smite the 
land of Egypt.” 

The Israelite’s protection was the 
blood of the lamb. When the destroy- 
ing angel saw it applied to the door- 
post He passed over that home, but 
where there was no blood He struck 
with the hand of death. This lamb is 
a type of the Lamb of God that came 
into the world to take away sin. 

After the children of Israel were de- 
livered through the blood of the lamb, 
God gave to them a better and more 
perfect atonement for their sins. In 
this plan was included a tabernacle 
with altars, and a priesthood who were 
to offer the blood of beasts for the sins 
of the people. 

God gave Moses specifications for 
building the tabernacle for worship. 
It was builded in two compartments, 
the first wherein were the candle- 
sticks, the table, and the shewbread. 
This compartment was called the 
sanctuary. The second compartment, 
which was behind the veil, was called 
the holiest of all. In this place was 
the golden censer, and the ark of the 
covenant overlaid round about with 
gold, wherein was the golden pot that 
had the manna, Aaron’s rod that 
budded, and the tables of stone, and 
the mercy seat which was over- 
shadowed with cherubims of glory and 
of which we cannot now speak par- 
ticularly. 


Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always in- 
to the first compartment of the taber- 
nacle, but into the holiest of all he 
went alone once each year and not 
without blood, which he offered for 
himself and for the sins of the people. 

We are told in Hebrews 10:4, “For

These were deported with some 
100,000 Germans who are to be used 
as laborers. It may be well to watch 
what happens in the future.

Tito and Religion 

Lewis C. Christopher, representa- 
tive of the Serbian Eastern Orthodox 
diocese of the United States and Can- 
ada, stated that “freedom of religion 
is being denied under the existing Ti- 
to-Subasich government of Yugo- 
Slavia.” Tito was the choice of Rus- 
sia to rule instead of Mihailovitch who 
favored a free church.

Age of Clergymen Compared 


“Figures were also given regarding 
the age of the nation’s clergymen. The 
median age, the report states, was 
45.8 years for 133,449 male clergymen 
who gave the information requested. 
Fifty-one and eight-tenths per cent 
of the clergymen reporting were over 
forty-five years of age. ‘This was the 
highest median of any large voca- 
tional group, except farmers and farm 
managers, for whom a median of 46.6 
was reported. The median ages of 
other men in professions were: Physi- 
cians, 44.1 years; lawyers and judges, 
42 years; college presidents and teach- 
ers, 40.8 years; architects, 43.0 years; 
social workers, 37.5 years.’” 

= 
Casualties Among Chaplains 


A Washington report by RNS states 
that fifty-one military chaplains have 
been killed in action, fifty-three have 
died, and one has been killed in line 
of duty since Pearl Harbor. In addi- 
tion, fourteen chaplains are missing in 
action, forty-two have been detained 
by the enemy, and one has died while 
detained by the Japanese. The total 
number of wounded, including those 
not hospitalized, was one hundred 
sixty-nine. 


From all branches of the Army, with 
its 7,800 chaplains, there was, accord- 
ing to latest count, forty-six chaplains 
killed in action, while forty-nine died 
in line of duty, one hundred forty- 
four were wounded in action, one 
died while being detained by the en- 
emy, thirty-eight are also reported as 
being detained by the enemy, and 
twelve are missing in action.

Personality 


By CLYDE C. COX 


Text: “For he shall grow up before 
him as a tender plant, and as a root 
out of a dry ground: he hath no form 
nor comeliness; and when we shall see 
him, there is no beauty that we should 
desire him,” Isa. 53:2. 

INTRODUCTION: The bodily phy- 
sique of Christ exhibits in form the 
Deity and isa striking combining 
characteristic of mankind. He was 
both human and divine, human in 
bodily form after the manner of men, 
divine after the sovereignty of God. It 
will be well for us to study the person- 
ality of Christ in order to better 
understand what He is to us. 

HIS PERSONALITY IN THE DEITY 

It is indeed true that Jesus was born 
of a woman as all other children are 
born, Gal. 4:4. However, His birth in 
human form did not mark His origin, 
He was also divine. In fact, He was be- 
fore all things. “He is before all things, 
and by him all things consist,” Col. 
1:17. “Before all things” would place 
Him in the category of chaos. “And 
now O Father, glorify thou me with 
thine own self with the glory which I 
had with thee before the world was,” 
John 17:5. In reference to the divine 
Deity and His part, Jesus said, “Thou 
lovedst me before the foundation of 
the world,” John 17:24. 

May we turn back the space of time 
and review the creation of mankind, 
that we may locate the personality of 
Christ before man. “God said, Let US 
make man in OUR image after OUR 
likeness,” Gen. 1:26. Bear in mind that 
Christ was the very image of God, 
Col. 1:15; the express image of His 
PERSONality, Heb. 1:3. When God 
said, LET US and in OUR IMAGE, He 
was speaking to His Son. We may bet- 
ter visualize the personality of both 
by referring to Genesis 2:1-7. “And 

YY said one to another (two or 
more), Go to, LET US MAKE BRICK.” 
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CHRIST 


The only contrast in these words and 
the words of God is, they said MAKE 
BRICK and God said MAKE MAN. Let 
US make man and let US make brick, 
both phrases reveal the identity of 
more than one personality. Again they 
said, “Let US build US a city; let US 
make US a name.” After these sayings, 
God spoke again, as in the making of 
man. God said, “Go to, LET US go 
down, and there confound their lan- 
guage, that they may not understand 
one another’s speech,” V. 7. God ac- 
knowledged two or more in their “LET 
US.” Why may we not acknowledge 
two or more in God’s LET US”? God 
was both plural and singular, plural in 
that He and Christ were two personal- 
ities of the three that bear record in 
heaven, 1 John 5:7; singular in that He 
and Christ were express in likeness and 
image. Jesus said, “For my Father 
is greater than I,” John 14:28, thus 
making them in the plural. “Being 
equal with God,” Phil. 2:6, brings them 
into the singular phrase. Paul, in his 
analysis of the spiritual rock (not 
literal) that followed God’s people in 
the wilderness, could see Christ be- 
fore His human birth blessing man- 
kind. Paul profoundly emphasized, 
“That rock was Christ,” 1 Cor. 10:4. 
Upon that same rock, Christ said, “I 
will build my church,” Matt. 16:18. 
This is a beautiful, vivid picture 
of Christ in His personality before His 
human incarnation. In Daniel three 
we find another striking lesson in His 
personality, “Lo, I see FOUR men 
loose, walking in the midst of the fire, 
and they have no hurt; and the FORM 
of the FOURTH is LIKE THE SON OF 
GOD,” not God, but His Son. “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, 
and for ever,” Heb. 13:8. 
HIS INCARNATION 

Paul said that God sent His Son in 

the likeness of sinful flesh, Rom. 8:3, 


Stipulating that He did exist before 
His birth and was sent from God, and 
embodied in human flesh. Christ was 
the personality of the Godhead bodily, 
in fulfillment of “God was manifest in 
the FLESH.” 1 Tim. 3:16. Why was He 
manifested in the flesh? “He was 
manifested to take away our sins,” 1 
John 3:5. Christ was incarnated in hu- 
man flesh but not sinful as we were. 
Embodied in the human heart is sin, 
“Behold, I was shapen in iniquity; and 
in sin did my mother conceive me,” 
Psa. 51:5. “For the imagination of 
man’s heart is evil from his youth,” 
Gen. 8:21. Christ being in likeness of 
sinful flesh, “He did no sin, neither 
was guile found in his mouth,” 1 Peter 
2:22. Christ was born as other children, 
“And she brought forth her FIRST- 
BORN son,” Luke 2:7. If He was of 
yesterday, then today a child is born, 
incarnated in human flesh, Isa. 9:6; 
Luke 2:11. When He said, “I must be 
about MY Father’s business,” He 
meant that God was His Father. 
“Blessed be the God and FATHER of 
our LORD JESUS CHRIST,” Eph. 1:3. 
God His Father in the divine and Mary 
His mother in the seed of Abraham. 
“For there are THREE that bear rec- 
ord in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost,” 1 John 5:7. “The 
Word was made flesh (Christ born in 
human form), and dwelt among us,” 
John 1:14. The Word was the person- 
ality of Christ that bear record with 
the Father and Holy Ghost, the third 
personality in heaven, and these three 
make one Godhead bodily. 
HIS DIVINE PERSONALITY 


Before His incarnation He was the 
divine Son of God. “He was the very 
image of God,” Col. 1:15. “In the 
FORM of GOD and equal with God,” 
Phil. 2:6. In being equal with God that 
made, “In the beginning was the word 
(Christ), and the word was with God 
(in creation), and the word was God 
(in image and likeness of person- 
ality),” John 1:1. No man has seen 
God at any time. Christ declared Him 
in His image, John 1:18. God was a 
spirit, John 4:24. So was Christ. He 
“was made a quickening spirit,” 1 Cor. 
15:45. He was in that spiritual form 
when He beheld Satan fall from 
heaven as lightning, Luke 10:18, for 
the devil was a spirit, Eph. 2:2. Being 
put to death in the body, in the Spirit 
He preached unto the other spirits in 
prison, 1 Peter 3:18,19. In the divine 
He was one of the three in the triune 
Godhead.

You can’t live 
a saved life without also living a life 
of holiness. You may say sanctifica- 
tion is not for you, that it was only for 
the early apostles. Do you think you 
can sin on always and get to heaven? 
What about 1 John 3:8, 9, 10? “He that 
committeth sin is of the devil; for the 
devil sinneth from the beginning. For 
this purpose the Son of God was mani- 
fested, that he might destroy the 
works of the devil. Whosoever is born 
of God doth not commit sin; for his 
seed remaineth in him: and he can- 
not sin, because he is born of God. In 
this the children of God are manifest, 
and the children of the devil: whoso- 
ever doeth not righteousness is not of 
God, neither he that loveth not his 
brother.” 


In chapter 3 of St. John Jesus said 
unto Nicodemus, “Ye must be born 
again. The wind bloweth where it list- 
eth and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence it 
cometh nor whither it goeth: so is 
everyone that is born of the Spirit.” 
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We must be born of water and of the 
Spirit. Ezekiel 18:20, “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die.” When you are 
born of God’s Spirit—regenerated— 
born from above—old things are 
passed away. The sinful pleasures you 
once loved you NOW HATE. The old 
man is crucified with him. Roman 6:6, 
“Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin.” The 
old man is dead to sin. You are dead 
to the world, but are alive in Christ, 
risen through the operation of faith. 
Therefore, let not sin reign in your 
mortal bodies to obey it in the lust 
“How that the Lord, having saved the 
people out of the land of Egypt, after- 
ward destroyed them that believed not. 
And the angels which kept not their 
first estate, but left their own habita- 
tion, he hath reserved in everlasting 
chains under darkness unto the judg- 
ment of the great day. Even as Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and the cities about 
them in like manner, giving them- 
selves over to fornication, and going 
after strange flesh, are set forth for 
an example, suffering the vengeance 
of eternal fire,” Jude 5, 6, 7. “How 
shall we escape if we neglect so great 
a salvation?” Hebrews 2:3. 


Precious sinner friends, the devil 
and God can’t dwell in heaven togeth- 
er, so the scripture says the devil and 
his angels are cast down to earth. The 
devil has come down unto you having 
great wrath, because he knows he has 
but a short time to work. God and the 
devil can not dwell in your heart to- 
gether. One will cast out the other. 
You can’t serve God and mammon. 
Get all God has in store for you and 
be ready to meet the Bridegroom, our 
Savior. You are not ready to meet Him 
with sin in your heart. The devil must 
be cast out by the power of God. 

You may ask, “How can I get rid of 
this monster devil?” By going down on 
your knees at the old family altar or 
at church where they have an altar. 
So many churches do not have them 
today. They say they are too old- 
fashioned. Yes, friends, our God is. an 
old-fashioned God too. He is from 





everlasting to everlasting. God’s Word 
says go back to the old paths. Psalms 
16:11, “Thou wilt shew me the path of 


life: in thy presence is fulness of joy; . 


at thy right hand there are pleasures 
forever more.” 

A long time ago I was converted at 
an old altar bench at an M. E. Church. 
I knelt there weeping my way to Cal- 
vary’s cross while precious ministers 
and Christians prayed around me, 
pouring out their hearts to God in be- 
half of my poor lost soul. I was won- 
derfully saved. Oh, what joy I ex- 
perienced when Jesus came to rule and 
reign in my life. But, friends, it is a sad 
thing to go back there now. The old 
altar where I was converted is gone. 
People just go up and give their hand 
and their name is written on a church 
record. Precious friends, that won't 
take you to heaven. Your name must 
be written in heaven on the Lamb’s 
book of life. After I was converted I 
married a drunkard and went back in 
sin. I would go to church, but lived on 
in sin. My body became afflicted. God 
was dealing with me. Ina trance I 
went to heaven and to hell. Heaven is 
a beautiful place, but oh, what a place 
of torment hell is! If you miss heaven 
you will miss everything, and must 
spend eternity in outer darkness. God 
spared my life, but I was still in sin. 
God became tired of the way I was 
living and showed me my life as He 
saw it. He spoke from heaven to me 
and whenI heard His thundering 
voice and saw His precious face as He 
looked at me, all the sins I had ever 
committed came up before me. I fell 
on my knees and really prayed until 
God sanctified me. I did not under- 
stand the change of my heart but 
knew something had happened. I had 
never heard the gospel preached like 
God preached it, to me. But I say now 
unless ye repent ye shall all likewise 
perish. 

The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
ten virgins which took their lamps and 
went to meet the bridegroom. Five of 
them were foolish and five were wise. 
Those that were foolish took their 
lamps but no oil with them. The wise 
took their lamps and oil in their ves- 
sels with their lamps. While the bride- 
groom tarried they all slumbered and 
slept. At midnight there was a cry, 
“Behold the bridegroom cometh, go ye 
out to meet him.” All the virgins arose 
and trimmed their lamps. The foolish 
said unto the wise, “Give us of your 


oil, for our lamps are gone out.” But® }

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The Rudiments of Salvation 


First step: Heb. 11:6, “But without 
faith it is impossible to please him: 
for he that cometh to God must be- 
lieve that he is, and that heisa re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
him.” 

Second step: Conviction of sin, Saul 
(Paul) had to be knocked from his 
horse before he became convicted of 
his sin and said, “Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” Acts 9:6. 

To the Jews that brought the adul- 
terous woman to Jesus and said ac- 
cording to law she should be stoned to 
death, Jesus said, “He that is without 
sin cast the first stone.” They were 
convicted of sin and went out one by 
one. John 8:9. 

When Peter preached his wonderful 
sermon on the day of Pentecost, the 
people were pricked in their hearts 
and asked, “What shall we do?” Acts 
2:37. 

When Paul and Silas were put in 
prison for preaching the gospel, they 
had a prayer meeting and God sent an 
earthquake, the prison doors were 
opened, their bonds were loosed, and 
the jailer was convicted and cried, 
“Sirs, what shall I do to be saved?” 
Acts 16:23-30. 

Third step: Repentance with godly 
sorrow. Jesus sent the twelve out by 
two’s and they preached that men 
should repent. Mark 6:12. Luke 13:3, 
“Except ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” Acts 2:38, “Peter said unto 
them, Repent, and be baptized ... and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” When Simon, the sorcerer, saw 
people receiving the Holy Ghost by the 
laying on of hands, and thought he 
could buy the power to do so, Peter 
told him to repent therefore of his 
wickedness. Acts 8:18-33. 

In Acts 17:30 Paul told the people 
at Athens that one time God winked 
at ignorance but now He commanded 
all men to repent. Jesus told the 
Laodicean church to be zealous there- 
fore and repent. Rev. 3:19. 

Fourth step: Confession. 1 John 1:9, 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 

Fifth step: Regeneration: turning 
your back upon sin. In 2 Cor. 5:17 Paul 
said, “Therefore if any man be in 

4 hrist, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
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things have become new.” Isa. 43:18, 
19, “Remember ye not the former 
things, neither consider’ the 
things of old. Behold, I will do a new 
thing.” 

Isa. 55:7, “Let the wicked forsake his 
way, and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him turn unto the 
Lord, and he will have mercy upon 
him; and to our God, for he will 
abundantly pardon.” 

Jesus told Nicodemus, “Ye must be 
born again,” John 3:7. 

Sixth step: Confessing Christ. Rom. 
10:9, 10, “That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness; and with 
the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” Mark 8:38, “Whosoever 
therefore shall be ashamed of me and 
of my words in this adulterous and 
sinful generation; of him also will the 
Son of man be ashamed, when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father with 
the holy angels.” The way to overcome 
is to testify what the Lord has done. 
Rev. 12:11, “And they overcame him 
by the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony.” 

Seventh step: Baptism in water. 
Rom. 6: 4, 5, “Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptism into death: that 
like as Christ was raised up from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, even 
so we also should walk in newness of 
life. For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, we 
shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection.” 

If Jesus was baptized by John, we 
need to be baptized. He is our example. 
Mark 16:16, “He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved.” Matt. 28:19, 
“Baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” 

Eighth step: Sanctification. There 
are many ways to be sanctified. First, 
we neea to sanctify ourselves, which 
means to set ourselves apart from the 
world that we may worship and serve 
the Lord only. Lev. 20:7. Then we are 
sanctified by the blood of Jesus. Heb. 
9:13, 14, “For if the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh: how much 


more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God?” Sanctified by 
the truth—“thy word is truth.”; then 
sanctified by the washing of water by 
the Word. After we are clean, pure, 
and holy, then we are ready for the 
next step or receiving the Holy Ghost, 
for the Holy Spirit will not come into 
an unclean temple. 

Ninth step: The Holy Spirit. At the 
ascension. Five hundred persons fol- 
lowed Jesus out to the Mount of Olives 
and Jesus blessed them and told them 
to tarry in Jerusalem until they were 
ended with power from on high 
(Luke 24:49), but only one hundred 
and twenty obeyed Him and went back 
to Jerusalem, went into the upper 
room, and tarried in prayer and sup- 
plication for ten days. Acts 1:14, 15. 
And on the day of Pentecost, which 
means fifty days after the crucifixion, 
there was “a sound from heaven as of 
a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting, 
and there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit - 
gave them utterance,” Acts 2:1-4. 

You may say, “That’s all right, but 
it is not for us today.” Read Acts 2:38, 
39. Peter said, in his great sermon on 
the day of Pentecost, “For the promise 
is unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.” That 
took us in. Four years after Pentecost, 
at the house of Cornelius, while Peter 
was preaching to them, the Holy 
Ghost fell on all them that heard the 
word and they spoke in tongues and 
magnified God. Acts 10:44-46. Nineteen 
years later, at Ephesus, Paul laid his 
hands on some believers and prayed 
for them and they received the Holy 
Ghost and spake in tongues and 
prophesied. Acts 19:1-6. Paul told the 
Corinthians three years later to for- 
bid not to speak in tongues. 1 Cor. 14: 
39. And according to church history, 
there has been a sprinkle down 
through the ages. Tartullian, Justin 
Martyr, A Butler, Dean Farror, and 
many others wrote books that told of 
people receiving the Baptism and 
speaking in other languages down 
through the ages, and then the great 
outpouring took place at the Azusa 


Street Mission in Los Angeles, Cali-

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Acts 1:5, “For John truly baptized 
you with water; but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.” 


These are the wonderful words of 
Jesus to a band of sanctified people 
who were rejoicing over the resurrec- 
tion of Christ and of the great bless- 
ings He had just bestowed upon them. 
He had opened their understanding to 
all the Scripture. Their faith was 
anchored in Him. Sin had been over- 
come in their lives. They were happy. 

“Ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence.” God has 
so arranged that the PROMISE OF 
THE FATHER should come on a cer- 
tain day known to the Israelites as the 
Feast of Weeks or Harvests, and to us 
as the day of Pentecost. This blessing 
was not to come because of the Feast 
of Weeks or Harvest, nor because of 
Pentecost; but God had planned to 
send this promised gift on a certain 
day, so He set these special feast days 
as shadows of the real promise of the 
Holy Ghost. The great promise is 
greater than the days. 


Those disciples were very happy but 
there was something else for them, 
and they were to wait for it. Jesus told 
them in John 15:26 just how they 
would know when He came. “He shall 
testify of me.” There are evidences of 
every experience from God, so there is 
one for the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Jesus did not want them to be mis- 
taken about this. They were being 
blessed, but there was a_ special 
evidence of this that was promised. 
Now let us read Acts 2:4, “And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with tongues as 
the Spirit gave them utterance.” Here 
is the promise with the evidence. 
Then in Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you....” Yes, after they 
received Him power was given, Acts 
2:43, “And fear came upon every soul: 
and many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles.” There were 
things of a strange nature to the 
average man taking place because HE 
had come to abide with the sanctified 
and blessed. Sick were healed, blind 
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eyes were opened, lame made to walk, 
dead raised to life, and many other 
wonders were being performed. They 
were expecting anything to happen to 
confirm the Word that they were 
preaching; and so it was. 


qhe same Holy Ghost baptism is for 
you today, Acts 2:39. If you do not have 
Him, Christian friend, there are only 
two things that can hinder you. You 
have failed to tarry “until” or you are 
not sanctified. I believe that you can 
sum it up in these two things. 


This Holy Ghost baptism has 
brought great things to the Church of 
God in these days of compromise and 
defeat. I wonder just where we would 
have drifted if it had not been for this 
glorious experience. Many have little 
pettish ideas that keep HIM out. 
Jacob had Benjamin asan idol. He 
would not let him go back with the 
sons to get corn. As long as a little 
corn was left he was independent, but 
when he saw that the corn was going 
down in the sack he began to get con- 
cerned and tried to persuade the boys 
to go back to Egypt to buy corn. But 
they said, “There is no use in our go- 
ing, unless we take Benjamin.” I think 
Jacob did some consecrating, until he 
was willing to give up Benjamin to 
sustain life for the family. He gave his 
last complaint, that it would “bring 
down his gray hair in sorrow to the 
grave.” Then he let him go. It was not 
long after this until the good word 
came to him, “Thy son Joseph is still 
alive” and had also sent him word to 
“come down to the land of Goshen, 
and there I will feed thee.” Praise the 
Lord, if you will give up the thing that 
is keeping you from getting the Bap- 
tism, I’m sure it won’t be long until 
you will be getting good news from 
your GOVERNOR, “Come over into the 
land of Canaan, and all the promises 
of God’s Word are yours.” Paul said in 
Ephesians 1:14, “Which is the earnest 
of our inheritance.” In other words, it 
is just the down payment on the in- 
heritance to comfort us so our faith 
will not fail. God has made exceeding 
promises, which we could not see 
just how they could be done; but He 
gave us the promise of the Holy Ghost 


as THE EARNEST of what is to come. 
Dear Christian, let us not be doubtful, 
nor be afraid, but “tarry until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” 
Give up the Benjamin that is keep- 
ing you back, and let him go. Your 
Benjamin may be some tradition 
handed down to you by your church, 
or it might be some doctrine taught 
you, to excuse the works of the flesh. 
But whatever it is, let it go. One mo- 
ment of enjoyment with the blessed 
baptism of the Holy Ghost will be 
worth more than enough to pay for all 
that you have to let go. 

Without the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost the Church of God is bound for 
defeat. But with Him, and His influ- 
ence abounding, we are more than 
conquerors. And as with the Church 
as a whole, so it is with the individual. 
I would urge all the members of the 
Church of God to get alone with God, 
and consecrate, and tarry until you 
are endued with power, and receive 
the blessed baptism with the Holy 
Ghost.

Our annual convention, which was 
held from January 28 to February 4, 
proved a great blessing to many. This 
year we had no special speakers from 
outside so our people prayed much 
that the Lord would work. We praise 
Him for answered prayer. There was 
liberty in the messages and the Lord 
anointed Brother Cook and George, as 
well as the native brethren, when they 
brought forth the Word. George’s mes- 
sages were very profitable. 


We were pleased to have Sgt. Edwin 
Wooden with us for a second visit. You 
may remember reading his article 
about his first visit to us in one of the 
Evangels of August, 1944. He had to 
travel a long way to be with us for the 
convention, but he felt it was worth it. 
His presence and his testimony were a 
blessing and an inspiration. 

Soon after his arrival, which was a 
few days before the convention began, 
he made known his desire to get 
clothing for all the natives in our 
home. So he bought yards and yards 
of cloth, and shirts, pants, dresses, etc., 
were made up. The little girls were 
made happy with new dresses; the 
boys, with shirts and pants; the men, 
with shirts and lower cloths, and the 
women, with white lower cloths and 
jackets—a new outfit for each. Had 
you been there, you could have seen 
how much they appreciated it. 

Missionary meetings were held on 
Friday and Saturday afternoons and 
it was inspiring to have the workers 
from the Tamil Field and a family 
from the Telegu Field standing on the 
platform, with a new resolution to do 
more in the coming year for the 
Church of God. Brother P. V. Vere- 
ghese also made an appeal for 
workers in Palghat. (Since that time, 
on March 14, the Lord called Brother 
Vereghese home. He was ill onlya 
short time with typhoid fever.) 

Saturday morning we had a precious 
service for children and Sunday School 
teachers. Brother S.S. Samuel, of 
Madura, our new field secretary for 
the Tamil Field, gave an inspiring 
message. When the invitation was 
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given for those who wanted to give 
their hearts to Jesus, eight children 
came forward and prayer was offered 
for them.

When the divine was clothed with 
human form He took upon Him the 
nature of mankind. He was subject to 
human faculty collectively, and He 
grew as other children, Luke 2:40. Not 
like unto the first man Adam, the 
first man was never a baby boy but 
full grown from his creation. He was 
subject to his parents, as other chil- 
dren should be, Luke 2:51. He was nat- 
ural in growth, He increased in stature 
as He grew, Luke 2:52. He was a boy 
at twelve years of age and a man at 
thirty, Luke 2:42; 3:23. He was a man 
of less than fifty years old, yet He was 
before Abraham, John 8:56-58. He was 
made in the likeness of man, Phil. 2:7, 
8. He was made like unto His brethren, 
Heb. 2:17. He died as other men die, 
Heb. 12:2; Rom. 5:6. He was buried 
as other men that die, Mark 15:46. 

HIS HUMAN NATURE 

In the human body He had part in 
flesh and blood as other men, Heb. 2: 
14. He became the man of sorrow and 
bore grief, Isa. 53:3. He was subject to 
temptation as we and was tempted, 
yet without sin, Heb. 4:15. He became 
hungry as other men, Matt.

Since such offerings under the 
Law failed to take away the sin of the 
world, God had no pleasure in them.

He 
taketh away the first, that he may 
establish the second. By the which 
will we are sanctified through the 
offering of the body of Christ once 
for all. And every priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering often- 
times the same sacrifices, which can 
never take away sins: But this man, 
after he had offered one sacrifice for 
sins for ever, sat down at the right 
hand of God.” By this one offering 
He made provisions to eradicate sin 
as long as time lasts and there will 
be no need of other blood being shed 
for sin.

FUNDS AND PLANS
